‘« At this ratio the total increase for twelve 
months, ending June 30, 1910, will approxi- 
mate $18,279,625. 

“This enormous increase in operating i- 
come is approximately from three to four 
times eas great as the amount annually in- 
volved in the recently announced increase in 
wages on your lines mentioned. 

“The operating ratio for recent months 
is lower than for corresponding months the 
previous year. 

“Your annual report for 1000 shows a 
flourishing condition of the property and in- 
creased economical operating efficiency over 
1908. 

Other Lines Also Show Gain. 

“The operating income of the New York 
Central Mnes for the nine months ening 
March 81, 1910, is approximately $18,500,000 
greater than the corresponding nine months 
ending March 31, 1909. 

“Other trunk lines show substantial in- 
creases in operating income, thus indicating 
a healthy growth of business and relatively 
cheaper operating cost throughout arartat 
classification territory. 

“The Wall Street Journal, May ‘ 1910, 
quotes the freight traffic manager of the 
New York Central lines, speaking of the 
railroads east of the Mississippi river and 
north of the Ohio river, as saying: 

“* We are at work on the new sched- 
ules now, but I don’t think they will be 
finished in time to become effective earlier 
than Sept. 1. Advance will be uniform 
throughout the territory affected, so that 
the present relation of rates and ship- 
ping points to one another will be pre- 
served. The first three classes of official 
classification will be put up something 
like 20 per cent, with the proportion of 
increase adjusted so that in the sixth 
class the advance will be, perhaps, 8 
per cent. Both commddity and clase 
rates will be increased.’ 


Two Statements in Conflict. 

* As this statement differs from and is in 
direct conflict with your statement, we are 
compelled to take notice thereof, attaching 
to it the weight due to an announcement thus 
officially made as indicating the intention of 
all the eastern trunk lines. 

“Recent disclosures indicate thet certain 
eastern trunk lines have been quietly plan- 
ning for months to bring about a genera! ad- 
vance in freight rates. The disclosures s0 
far do not connect your-company with this 
movement. In the absence of official infor- 
mation to the contrary, we infer that the 
traffic officers of the Pennsylvania lines have 
been guided by your voluntary announcement 
of Oct. 18 last, and are not parties to the 
present movement to advance rates, thereby 
keeping faith with the public and your 
patrons in accord with your official assur- 
ence. 


Argue for Reduction, Not Raise. 

“ After a careful analysis of the facts, it 
is manifest that the increase in wages of em- 
Ployés is no justification for the radica) in- 
crease in freight rates announced by the 
traffic manager of the New York Central 
dines. After making due allowance for in- 
crease in wages the arguments are stronger 
for a reduction rather than an advance in 
rates. “Eepeéciaily is this true so far as your 
company is concerned, 

“ & general meeting of the shipping, com- 
mercial, and manufacturing in s of the 
United States will be in session at the Con- 
gress hotel and Annex, Chicago, on Tuesday, 
May 17, to takegaction on the proposed ad- 
vance in. freight rates, and we invite an ex- 
plicit statement from you, reiterating your 
assurance of Oct. 18 last as to the attitude of 
the Pennsylvania lines to be placed before 
the meeting.” 


Barber and the Railroads: 
’ Mr. Barber, in his letter, which will be 
read today, discusses his tariff controversy 
with Senator Dick of Ohio, then plunges into 
an attack on railroads. 

After saying railraads “have done more 
harm than all the thieves, swindlers, bucca- 
neers, pirates, smugglers, defaulters, porch 
climbers, and petty larceny people of the 
country, if they were organized under oné 
gigantic trust, could do,” Mr. Barber wrote 
of rebating. Then he gave these conclusions: 

“ If you were to ask me for a remedy for all 
this trouble I would say to hand over to the 
railroads the financial running of the govern- 
ment and iet them collect all the taxes neces- 
sary to run the government by collecting 
freights and shake off the great cumbersome 
custom houses and tax collectors of all sorts 
and descriptions. 

“ Or else let the government buy the rail- 
roads on a fair basis afid run the railroad 
business and collect all taxes necessary to 
run the government from freights.”’ 


No Doubt That National Law- 
_ makers Have Power to Take 
te ‘the Matter. - \. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Was ae oe D. C., May 16.—[Bpecial.}— 
The wide demand for an investigation 
‘and reduction oft express rates which is find- 
ing its expression in Chicago and New York 
at the présent time hed an echo in Washing- 
ton téday when Congressman Sabath of Chi- 
cago introduced a resolution calling for a 
general investigtaion of express companies 
and their operations. 

The Sabath resolution, if it receives the 
approval of congress, may prove an impor- 
tant step,toward relief from the burdens of 
express rates. The interstate commerce 
commission is divided in its mempership over 
the subject of its own authority to make an 
investigation of express companies, byt there 
can be no doubt of the power o: congress to 
take the matter up. in any manner desired. 

The regolution of the New York Merchants’ 
association calling upon the interstate com- 
mérce commission to “ exercise the authority 
vested in it by law” and conduct “an ex- 
haustive investigation into the whole ques- 
tion of the rates and practices of the express 
companies” has not yet been received by the 
members of th: commission, but they. are 
fully aware of (he movement now under way 
in New York, Chicago, and several states. 


Board Not Likély to Act Soon. 

Certain members of the commission believe 
the law gives them full power totake up such 
an investigation, but a majority of the board 
clings to the pyre gia ney of the law, which 
requires them to act wpon specific complaints 
involving sp®€cific rates from point to point 
named in the complaint. The demand made 
by the New York Merchants’ association is 
not likely to be acted upon mumneniately, 
therefore, by the commission. 

The cases now before the commission, in- 
volving express rates between St. Paul and 
Chicago and many other points, afford an 
opening for an investigation of the express 
companies which may go into almost every 
detall of the express business. The express 
companies consistently have tried to cover 
up their true relations with the rallroads and 
with each other and their internal manage- 
ment and sources of profit. These facts may 
be developed in the cases now betere ne 
commission. A] 

The congressional investigation for whieb 
Congressman Sabath asks will demand de- 
taille upon all of these matters from the ex- 
press companies. Practically all of the large 
companies are joint stock companies and 
have been able to avoid giving the details 
of their management which are demanded 
and secured from railroads and other com- 
mon cafriers and public service corporations. 


Provides Committee of Six. 


Sabath’s resolution pfovides for an investi- 
gating committee of six, three from the 
house and three from the senate, empowered 
to summon witnesses, examine books and 
records of the express companies, and report 
upon the following points: 

The relations of ownership or manage- 
ment between the express companies and the 
railroads. 

The relations existing between the rival ex- 
press companies, and the common ownership 
of stock. 

What investments the expreas companies 
have made in railroad stocks and bonds. 

The capital stock, or membership stock, 
and the officers and directors of all the com- 
panies. 

Whether any express company owns or 
controls another company. 

 Whéether the express companies are en- 
gaged in the banking business. 

The character of the contracts between the 
express companies and the railroads, and 


‘the apportionment made by the express com- 


panies to the raiirqads, for both long and 
short hauls. 

The actual value of the plants, franchises, 
and good will of the different companies 
and the market value of their securities. 

The extent to which the express companies 

compete with the mails in. the delivery of 
packages, and the rates they give to news- 
paper and magazine publishers and mail 
order houses. 

Participation by express companies in the 
maintenance of a press bureau to oppose a

ILLINOIS LAW IS UNDER FIRE. |: 


Supreme Court Will Decide on Statute 
Forbidding Corporation from . - 
Owning Real Estate. 


Washington, D. C.. May 16.—[ Special. }— 
The iNinois law probibiting a corporation 
from owning and operating in real estate as a 
business is to be passed upon by the United 
States Supreme court, as the result of argu- 
ments presented today by James Hamilton 
Lewis and H. 8. Mecartney of Chicago. The 
Illinois law's validity never hag been de- 
cided. 

Mr. Lewis represents John C. Patterson, 
who attacked the ownership of the Stewart 
building by the Merrimac company. The 
company mortgaged the building and issued 
bonds, which were purchased by the National! 
Life Insurance company of America. The 
Illinois Supreme court decided that it is 
illegal to form a corporation for the purpose 
of holding and mortgaging real estate. 

Mr. Mecartney, representing the ineurance 
interests, is seeking to have the Lilinois de- 
cision reversed, on the ground that the law 
invades constitutional rights.

that warrants of arrest and deportation of 
aliens who have landed be iseued only by « 
United States commissioner or United States 
judge on such sworn complaints as now are 
necessary in criminal cases.’ 

Ormsby McHarg in an address on the

sald: 


“According to statistics of natural increase 
in our population, the time will never come 
when our uncultivated lande will al) be 
settled. Immigration is our only source of 
supply for this purpose. .@pend the price 
of a battleship a year in placing our immi- 
grants around, and we would reap national 
profit of untold millions.” 


Deplore Freight Increases. 

The committee on interstate commerce nat 
urally had a good deal to say about the rall- 
roads, ahd noting that for the yéar ending 
June, 1000, 66 per cent of the railroad stock 
of the country earned dividends of about 8 
per cent, “a considerably larger net income 
than the average realized ffom most invest- 
ments,’’ it observes, the committee says: 

“If to all the burdéns how resting upon 
manufacturers we must add the proposed 20 
per cent fhcreased payments for freight 
charges, we shall find ita serious tax. 

“ Under the present consolidation of own- 
ership in Wall street the officers of roads are 
powerless, while the owners in complete con- 
trol of the situation seem interested only in 
getting larger dividends.”

TERMS CRUSADE PERFIDIOUS 


. Propaganda Is Bad. 


New York, May 16-—([Special.]—For the 
purpose of devoting the rest of his life to 
checking, if possible, what he terms the su- 
preme immorality confronting the church 
under the guise of temperance, the Rev. Wil- 
liam A. Wasson has resigned from the pas- 
torate of Grace Episcopal church at River- 
head, L. I. 

Mr. Wasson tells Bishop Burgess of Long 
island in the letter inclosing his resignation 
that he expects to serve the church more ef- 
tectively in the future than in the past in 
what he believes a wider field of labor. In 
his letter he says: : 

“The supreme immorality that confronts 
and threatens the Christian church in this 
country is that which masks and misrepre- 
sents itecif under the guise of that noble 
word, temperance, The prohibition move- 
ment is more dangerous than commercialism 
for the latter at least makes no pretenses, 
If it dernoralizes, it does not deceive.

It has begun to be realized that these amend- 
ments were the preducts of sincere friends 
as well as sincere opponents of the postal 
bank. 


Weeks Now Favors Proposal. 


Congressman Weeks, chairman of the house 
committee on postoffices and post roads, who 
was an antagonist to the postal hank, has 
been converted to the political Importance of 
giving to the country an inatitution of this 
character. He now is enaugh of a believer in 
it to act as a missionary in its behalf. He ie 
holding classes in the committee room ex- 
plaining the details of his plan ona the im- 
portance of its enactment. 

There are three important sources of oppo- 
sition to te postal savings bank bill. They 
are: 

The banks, which fear competition. 

The men who regard the postal savings 
bank as @ scheme to relieve the national banks 
from the unwieldy load of 2 per cent bonds 
they now bear and prevent them from suffer- 
ing a logs on these bonds. 

Those who fear that the postal savings sys- 
tem yill result in the transfer of loca} funds 
into Wall street. 

Under the Weeks plan the banks, and this 
includes the country institutions, need have 
no fear of any competition with the postal 
savings branches, 


Hold On to Government Bonds. 

Those who feared the sole object of the 
proposed law was to rescue’‘the national 
banks from an embarrassing situation with 
respect to the 2 per cent bonds they had on 
hand sought to prevent this by having the 
senate adopt an amendment forbidding the 
investment of any postal savings in bonds 
yielding less than 2% per cent interest. 

As a matter of fact, it is asserted that the 
national banks which own these 2s wouid 
not sell them if they could doso. They are 
using them to secure circulation and de- 
posits. If they sold these securities they 
would have to retire a profitable circulation. 

The aim of the postal banks is to afford an 
easy and safe method of deposit for people 
who hoard their money or who are afraid 
of regular banks, It is proper for the gov- 
ernment to offer the facilities of its post- 
offices to these timid and ignorant people and, 
to be logical, those funds, when they have 
been accumulated, should not be used to 
benefit any particular class, but should be 
invested in government bonds, and thus 
make of the hoarder a national asset instead 
of a menace to the financjal situation. 

It ig not desirable to discriminate against 
a great class of government securities merely 
to ward off a condition that is not Hkely | 
to arise. Moreover, if the 2 per cent bonds 
were to fall to 80 or 00, they would certainly 
be a good investment for the postal savings 
fund trustees. 


Will Bring Forth Hoardings. 


As to those who think the hoards now itn 
the stockings of persons who are afraid to 
put them into the banks will get into Wall 
street, it is suggested that if any device 
can be found to increase the deposits of the 
country banks, a corresponding increase must 
occur in the reserve deposits in New York, 

icago, and St. Louis. If a bank in « small 
Dllinodis town finds its deposits growing, it 
must, under the existing Jaw, increase its 
reserve in Chicago or New York. 

It ig proposed that all of the money put into 
the postoffices shall be deposited in the 
local banks on its way to the trustees, and 
that half of it must remain. permanently 
in the banks.
